Bnt tlio cnonnoii.'^ mlditioii which 
would Imvc In bo iniido to tluH viisl sma 
if t'io vuliu; woi'o ^■ivou ol' tlio capital 
employed in tiio i)rodactioii dl' wiiio in 
thftwide Btretcli of tho ;.^rai>e-yiel(liui;f 
countries, it is qwito iinpossiblo to 
conceive. In tlio financial yoar end- 
ing iu 187 t ilio duties paid wiiliin th<' 
British Isles for tho various forms of 
fonneutcd drink w(>i'c: For foroi^'u 
spirits, .l'5,;)"ilt,()")Uj foroii^n wine, XI,- 
1)89, 855; honie-niiido sjiirits, ClI.GliO,- 
r)G2, and for malt to bo convcrtod into 
beer, ,t7,7u3,tJ17. If to these varioiis 
sums there be added tho fuitlHn- 
amount which reiiresents the brewers' 
license, taking the place of the hop 
duty, and the duty on sugar consum- 
ed iu brewing, it at once appears that 
at tho prcs(>ut tiiai' tho [jiiblii: reveuuo 
<lerivos yearly a clear .€:50, 000,000 ster- 
ling from ditect taxos levioil on alco- 
holic drink; and it will bo further ob- 
served, that of this great sum very 
nearly two-thirds relate to tho concen- 
trated form in which tho powerful 
agent is procured by tho euiployniont 
of the still-that is, by the application 
of scieucc and art to Btreugthou the 
spiiit beyond the point to which it can 
possibly be raised by natural forme u- 
tation; and very neaidy one-half refers 
to the cheaper form of this coucontrat- 
ed product, which is prepared in tho 
homo inanufacture, and which, there- 
fore, it is to bo jnTsunied, expresses 
approximately the cousinnptiou of 
the less- wealthy portiou of the. com- 

Tho exact number of the millions of 
ijounds sterling that are swallowed in 
the form of strong drink iu our own 
islands alone can scarcely bo ascer- 
tained on account of the diversity of 
form in which the product is present- 
ed for consumj^tion, and on account 
of the complex relations whirh con- 
nect duty and (puuitity in tlie (lill'erent 
forms. The amount cau only bo guess- 
ed at under the guidance of such fig- 
ures as have been named. If, 4iow- 
ever, one penny in the pound upon 
taxable incomes be' taken to represent, 
as it is stated it will sliortlv do, a sum 
of (;2,0on,(HJO, tliau the ■c:!i),iiiiii,()(i(l 
paid yearly to the revoiuui by alcohol 
is tantamount to an inccnne lax of lif- 
toon penc(! in the pound upon au in- 
dividual income of X5UU per annum. 

The fact which is- involved m the 
figures of those several slaleinents 
would assuredly be a very surprising 
one, even if the large sum of money 
were expended in an article of un 
j)roductive but harmless luxury. As 
Dr. Richardson suggested in his lec- 
ture, a vojy strong impression would 
be nnub; upon the [lulilic mind if, 
after some long penod in whicii the 
boilers of steam engiues had boon 
fed with a mixture of spirit and water, 
it was suddenly discovered that the 
engines would work ([iiilc as well with 
tiho water without the sj'int, and that 
tho millions of pounds that luul been 
devoted to the proihu t i' m of the' s])ir- 
it had all been so much waste. JJut 
th« arguinent goes very much beyo id 
t|us^id lAie 6a«e of "the millions of 
bngines cabled men," if it cai hi^ 
shown that'there is hutttul as well as 
wasteful expoudituro, and that in ii 
very largo projiorfion uf instances the 
engines would have worked even bet- 

ti 1 wjthpu,t.tho costly addition of the 
spirit. ' • ' '• 

In these days of the scientific ap- 
plications of tfiD flootriuos of economy, 
it certainly must reiniiin a matter of 
some sui'jirise t o thuughlful men that, 
ill a laud of advanced cultivation and 
intelligence so many iiiillions of good 
money are C(nitiiiuously ai)plieil to 
the pfO(^uction of a commodity which, 
ia the existing habits of society uniy 
reasonably bi' hi'ld to be periiicioiii; 
alike to the i)o;'kels, to the licidtJi, 
and to tho iimnd.'i of llin community. 
It unfortunately happens that the' 
question of, the inlluence of alcohol is 
a difficult'one to deal with, on account 
of the subtle eftocts and the compli- 
cated instrunienlalilies wdiich have to 
be oncoiinfei'cd and unraveled at ev 
ery turn; but it is ft)r that \fiy rcasofi 
a (piostion that imj)enilively demands 
a more soarohiug emjuiry and a more 
cODoen^i^^d attention than it has yet 
rodeivea at the hands of tho general 
community. 



Six Murderers Hanged at Once. 

LiTTLK KocK, A.rk., Sojit. Six 
men wore hung to-day at I'ort Smiih. 
There were eight sentenced at the 
same time, but one was killed after- 
wards while attempting to escape and 
the sentence of the other was cuminut- 
od to imprisonment for life. Tlioywci e 
convicted of luurdor and horse steal- 
ing. The names of the men who wore 
hung were Jas.H. Moore (white), Dan- 
iel H. Evans (wliite), Samuel W. Fooy 
(duarter Cherokee), Smoker Maiikiller 
(full-blood(!d Cherokee), J'ldmond 
Canipb(!ll {(.■oloured), Jno. "SVhittiiig- 
toii (white), das. H. .Mooro liuasted 
that ho had killed eight white men, and 
Indians and negroes too numerous to 
mention. He was baptized in tho llo- 
nian Catholic faith last Sunday. S. \V. 
Fooy, a quarter-bloud Cherokoo native of 
l'\)rt Smith, iu July 1872, murdered a 
young man named John E. Naff, near 
Talleijuah, for $800. Fooy confessed 
tho crime. Daniel H. Evans was a 
native of Tennessee, aud had respect- 
able connectious in Missouri, Tennes- 
see, and Texas, ile lunrdered a man 
named Soabolt iu jS'ovoinber last. 
Evans admitted )ie associated with out- 
laws, and, in connection with others, 
robbed a wealthy man iu the Creek 
nation in 1878 of ?3D,000. f 25, 000 of 
this money, he says, is Vniriod iu Bos- 
qui County, Texas, lie says he stuck 
a pine stick in his victim's ilesh and 
set it on fire to compel him to tell 
where his money was. After his seu- 
tenco was pronounced by the judge 
lie smilingly rose and thanked the 
Courtfor courtesy shown him. Ho embrac- 
ed the Catholic faith. W.J. WUittingtoD.n 
native of Georgia, was thirty years old. 
'Whittiugton murdered a man named 
John J. 'turner in February last in the 
Chickasaw nation. Ho attributed all 
his triuiblcs to whiskey. Edniond 
Campbell, a coloured boy, in conuoc- 
tion with two others, killed Lawson 
TJosg and Maria McKinuey on the 13th' 
i'ebruary, liS75. Edmond Camp- 
bell and Frank Jiutler were both sen- 
tenced to bo himg. F'rank made an 
attempt to escajie, but was shot and 
killed. The other party counoctod with 
the murder was sent to the peniteu- 
tiaiT, and E dmond forfeited his life 
to-day for the crime. lie professed 
religion and joined the Presbyterian 
Church. All six of these parties were 
launched into eternity at the same 
time.

The Royal Yacht Collision. 

The "Spectator" says of late fatal 
collision: — A bad accident occurred on 
Wednesday on the Solent. The royal 
yacht Alborta, with tho Queen (ui 
board, was steaming across the ohiin- 
nel at sixteen miles an hcnu', when it 
ran down the ^Mistletoe, a yacht of 120 
tons, owned by Miv Hoywood, of 
^lanche-ster, wdio was on board, with 
two Misses Peel, his wife's sisters. 
The Alberta clove the .Mistletuo in 
two; tho master was killed, and the 
elder Miss I'eel, with a sailor, and, it 
IS believed, a cal)in-boy, were drow n- 
ed. The iiKpiiry is not yet completed, 
but it .;s suggested that the master, 
who is dead, was directed to get as 
near the lioyal yacht as he coubl, as 
tho ladies wisheil to see the (,>neeii, 
and then, liiidin;,' himself toO near, 
tried to get his yacht out of his way, 
whereas he should have held on, the 
rule of tho road — obeyed by the Al- 
berta -being that a steamer should 
alwsys give way to a sailing vessel. It, 
has not, however, been shown why 
the Alberta, travelling at Railway 
speed across a crowded arm of tho 
sea, aud with half-a-dozen officers on 
de('k, was not kept one hundred yards 
oft th(! much less manageable j'acht. 
The (itlicors of the Alberta gave ev(ny 
aid to the ault'erers. Commander F^il- 
lerton,in particular, repeatedlydiving 
after j\liss Peel ; and the (,)ueeii, who 
was on deck, was greatly allected. It 
would be wise; remembering tho usual 
jiaco for Royal yachts, to adopt a x"ule 
that ovorythiug ia to make way for the 
Koval Hag."

yacht were rospuiisiblo for tho uiifurt- 
u nate event , it cannot fail to bo impress- 
ed deeply ujlon her imap^nfi'tioV To 
wit ness sudden dostructioii borno down 
upon unprejiared lyid unwarned vic- 
tims is a trial to any one."

The oarly diite at wbich I hear tbe 
olection.s are to bn held will i)rovont my 
meeting you iiorHonally, an i had in tend- 
ed, i therefore take tins upportiuiity of 
givicig yon ni}' vii.Mvs 011 tioipo of the ino»t 
important ijneBtioii.s that am likely to oc- 
cupy the attention of tho next Legisla- 
ture. 

The Indian question I' coDBidei of the 
greatest imjiortaneo, niul oik; that .should 
be attended to at the o:u-l;ei;t posiiiblo 
moment. Jiiviii;,', as I do, amougHt a 
portion of the iiio^it discouteuted, I sjjeak 
with authority when I .say that niileKH a 
spocdy settlement is arrived at, coiise- 
quencos of a very grave nature are likely 
toariae. Tho Indians are not nuroasou- 
able in thoir demands; what they want is 
a fair aettlGinent, and I cannot see why 
this should not have taken place almost 
immediately after Confodoratiou. 

The school ny.stem of this Province I 
consider good, and willi tlio success ap- 
parent thutjias attended tho boarding 
school at Cache Creek, I would advocate 
a further expenditure in that direction, 
and consider that Kamloops and otlter 
portions of this largo Province should 
have institutions erected of a liko charac- 
ter. 

Tbo formation of Apricnltural Societies 
throughout tho Province, you are aware, 
I have for some time advocated, and I 
would support any measure giving a lib- 
oral grant of money to aid suoh societies. 
It will be the means of bringing farmers 
and atock-raisors together, of comparing 
stock and inducing tbe c importation of 
good blood. 

The early commencement of the Rail- 
way on tho Mainland of British Columbia 
is of tho greatest importance to tbe set- 
tlors in this section of onr Province. 

Tlio late negotiations that have taken 
place with regard to a relaxation of tlie 
Terms of Union 1 have been oiiposed to. 
and consider that under no circumstanooiri 
should thoy have beeu entered into T, itli- 
out consultiug tlie i)eoplo. They have, 
happily for us, been unsuccessful, but aa 
it is reported that fresh negotiations are 
likely to take place and the question must 
be considered at an early date by our Lo- 
cal Government, 1 would support no 
Govorument who in treating with the Do- 
minion Govoruiuont did not iusi.st on an 
early commencement of railway construc- 
tion ou tho Mainland, and an eiinal dis- 
tribution between Yancoaver Island and 
the Mainland of any compensation that 
might bo ofTorcd for tho nonfulfllmcnt of 
tbo Terms of Union. I consider that 
should fresh negotiations take place some 
arrangement sliould be como to with the 
Dominion Goverumeut by which our 
Tarifi' should bo so moilitiad as to give 
us some protection for our stock interest. 

Should j'ou, gentlemen, do me tKe 
honor of olontiiig me as one of your ro- 
presontativos, T .shall fool it always my 
duty to advoeato the expenditure of pub- 
lic monies 011 public winks us far aa tbe 
revouuo of the Province will allow, but 
that only ou works of a reproductive 
character. 

I consider that tbe Government of the 
Province should be carried on with the 
striotest economy comjiat-ible with pub- 
lic enicieuey; that taxation shouUl he. 
equalized .so that tho rich man jjay his 
fair proiiortion with tho poor, which is 
not tho case now. I trust that these views 
will be acceptable to you, and should you 
return me ns one of your representatives, 
r shall endeavor at all times to obtain 
your viewH on all imblic qnestious, and 
tUu.s be eiuibled to act according to the 
well understood wishes of my constitu- 
ents.
